We note that the case of McKennie v. Charlottesville, gtc, 
Railway Company (Va.) is reported in the present volume, with a 
valuable note as to the right of a municipality to arbitrate or com- 
promise disputed claims. 

The note to American Exchange National Bank v. Federal Na- 
tional Bank upon the manner of pledging oi assigning Bank accounts 
is of great value and novelty. 

The note to Carlson v. Stewart upon the question of service of 
summons by mail under statute has been read with much interest, 
as the "Register" in its last number urged that such service of process 
should take the place of or be added to our present statutory 
method of serving process by posting the same upon the door of the 
usual place of abode of the party to be summoned, where neither he 
nor any member of his family could be found. 

We will commend to our future legislators the note to Wadhams 
Oil Company v. Tracy on the statutory legulation of the sale of 
petroleum products, as it is nothing less than an outrage, if we may 
be pardoned the word, that we do not have proper regulations of 
the sale of petroleum products in this state.
